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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

Tliis application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCI Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-19, 46-59 and 60-72, drawn to An extruder die for forming a 
preform for manufacture into an optical fiber including flow diversion channels, and a 
core suspended in an outer wall by a plurality of struts. 
Group II, claim(s) 20-45 and 73-74, drawn to a method of forming a preform for 
manufacture into an optical fiber and a microstructured optical fiber including the step of 
dispensing the material through a nozzle, and forming by extrusion a prefonn. 



The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 
Group I inventions are directed to an extruder die and a perform stmcture that have 
specific features such that stated above, and in which can be made with different 
process such as stretching and/or twisting rather than extruding process claimed in 
invention II. 



This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

IA) claims 1-19 are directed to including an extruder die and flow diversion 
channels arranged to divert a first component of the material radially outwards

IC) claims 60-72 are directed to including an optical fiber comprising a core 
suspended in an outer wall by a plurality of struts 

IIA) claims 20-45 are directed to including s method of forming Including a 
perform dispensing the material through a nozzle having an outer part in flow 
communication with the welding chamber and an inner part in flow 
communication with the core forming conduit, to respectively define an outer wall 
and core of the preform 

IIB) claims 73-74 are directed to including a method of manufacturing a 
microstructured optical fiber comprising: forming by extrusion a preform 
comprising a core suspended in an outer wall by a plurality of struts; and 
reducing the preform into an optical fiber. 

ApDiicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to
